on November 1, will represent the 
Lacombe Club at Hdmonton in a final 
contest, open to all chis to secure the 
highest standing team in the Prov- 
ince. The final champions will then 
represent Alberta at the Royal Show 
at Toronto, where they come in com- 
petition with teams from all prov- 
inces, for the Dominion ‘Chamipion- 
ship. It is no smal honour to these 
two boys to have won their way to 
the Provincial contests, 

A similar club interested in swine 
has also been orgariized in ttie ‘La-

petition in the fall, the young farm- 
erg raise an additional-number with 
the idea of selling a complete car.

Club shipped their ‘car of hogs and al- 
so exhibited their pairs of sswthe, for 
the special cash prizes-donated.by the 
Department of Agriculture for selécts. 
In this competition the followoing is 
the placing of the pairs: ist, A. 
2nd, Dale Blackmore; 3rd, 
Robert Crawford; 4th, Jack Darroch; 
6th, John Morrison; 6th, Virgil Black- 
more; 7, V. Henderson; 8 D, Boulter; 9

These memibers also _ contributed 
eighty-six hogs for a full car of 17,300 
pounds,” which - ‘bacon recéived a 
special premium of tthirty cents (per 
hundred above the miarket, or 4.65c.

CHAMPIONS FARMER 
— 

WINNIPDG, Oct, 26—Unleas meat 
packers and other interests dealing in 
farm products take action to raise the 
prices the farmer receives, the gov- 
ernment will have to Hep in and do 
it for them, Hon, H. H,\S8tevens,’ min- 
ister of trade and commerce, told the 
Winnipeg Board of today. The 
same thing, he said, ito ingur- 
ance and loan contpanies holding farm 
mortgages at interest rates the ¢arm- 
er was unable to pay. 

“It will be asked,” gaid Mr. Stevens, 
“why does the government do ‘this. 
There are several reasons, some of 
them constitutional, But I say thie 
to you. I stand for a system of ec- 
onomics where private enterprise and 
individual capacity can find a miaxi- 
mum of expression. 

‘But if private encerprise fails to 
find a solution, the government may 
have to step in and find it for them. 
The government is not the best agen- 
cy for determining the price of 
goods.” 

Beef, butter and -eggs, Mr. Stevens 
said, were consumed almost entirely 
within Canada The prices of these 
commodities, unlike ‘wheat, could be 
raised if business men got together. 
Choice steers were now bringing .$3 
to $3.50, a ridiculous price. Mortgage 
companies, also, he said, would have 
to get together and reduce _initerest 
rates and extend time.

SEVERE. LOSS TO 
PROHIBITION PARTY 
——_1__ 

In an outstanding lifetime of bat- 
tling against what he t ermed§ the 
“liquor traffic,” the late H. H. Hull of 
Edmonton exiperienced in full the ex- 
ultation of victory and the dregs of 
defeat. In both he maintained an un- 
wavering and vigorous confidence in 
his cause. During many years as sec- 
retary of the Alberta Prohibition As- 
sociation he at all times was a driv- 
ing force and leader in the organ- 
ization. Tt fell to his lot to be at the 
executive helm when provincial pro- 
hibition; ‘which the actively helped to 
bring about in 1916, was wrecked on 
the rocks of a changed public opinion 
in 1928. He did not adopt a policy of 
lamentation over the lost ground. In- 
siead he began the more energetically 
to keep prohibition lines intact and 
interest alive. 

Oniy a few days belffore his death he 
pald a visit to Calgary and bther 
southern points ahd manifested «a 
keenness In ‘his work that Jed his 
friends to believe be had many years 
of forceful serviice still ahead. Mr. 
Hull was a veteran newspaperman 
and a prominent business man before 
he devoted hig entire time to prohi- 
bition work. He was a pioneer in the 
west and from ithe first had an abid- 
ing faith in its future. In his death 
Alberta loses a champion of the first 
rank, and prohibition forces a leader 
whose place will be hard to fill.

BEWARE OF THE CAT

Not only are dogs prohibited from 
running at large in the Banff Nation- 
al Park outside the town of Banff 
limits but the war against domestic 
animals has been exittended (or rather 
renewed) against the cat, 

Too keep a cat in Banfif costs the 
owner a five dollar license anl qa per- 
mit in addition, 

These steps are taken for the pro- 
tection of wild life in the precincts 
of tthe great game sanctuary. which 
are comprised in the mountain park 
system. How effective they have been 
must be obvious to the visitor who 
can find every species of animal 
and bird life wandering at. liberty 
without any apparent suspicion of 
those men and beasts who would be 
their natural enemies out here beyond 
the limits of ‘the sanctuary. Their 
only suspicions geem to be of one an- 
other and no one can impress upon 
a healthy dog that an elk or a moose 
was not put into the world to’ be a 
playfellow whose heels ought to be 
nipped severely; no one has been able 
to show the Banff cats that mice were 
not sent here as meals. And mice are 
very mcch to Banff what rate were to 
very, much to Banff what rats were to 
suffer so from vermin was wa pity.” 

And that is why there is a cat, for 
which hereafter a five-dollar ‘license 
will have to be secured, in nearly 
every Banff home. It eeems as though 
in addition to being in the interests 
of wild life it ought to be reasonably 
revenue producing. 

No doubt the good burgesses of 
Banff are wondering whether a suf- 
ficient revenue could nut he produced 
and wild life at the same time be 
protected for a lesser fee. After all 
the range of feline operations is of 
small radius. The cat docs not prey 
upon the elk or the antelope or the 
bear. The only reason for the num- 
ber of cats in Banff ds the correspond- 
ing number of mice which raises the 
question of whether mice are game 
within the meaning of the regulations. 
Whether the common or pantry raid- 
ing mouse is intended to be protected 
along with the buffalo and the moun- 
tain lon.

British Delegate 


At Geneva 


Stands Firm On Principle Of 


Protection To All Minorities 


With a smashing indictment of the | 
new German conception of racial 
homogeneity Great Britain outspok- 
enly opposed, at Geneva, the German 
argument that her -treatment of ths 
Jews does not come utider the prov:- 
sions of the rights of minorities. 


W. G..A, Ormsby-Gore, commis- 
sioner of works and British delegate 
in the political commission of the 
league, was applauded by the mem- 
bers as he wagged his finger at Dr. 
Frederich von Keller, the German 
delegate, and declared: 

“Wherever Jews have been in the 
course of the centuries, they have 
been the most loyal and helpful mem- 
bers of the nations. There is among 
the Jews a sense of historical con- 
tinuity throughout their dispersal, 
and they do form a racial minority 
which deserves the same fair treat- 
ment as is extended to other loyal 
citizens of the nation to which they 
are attached,” 

The German argument is the Jews 
in Germany are neither a racial nor 
linguistic minority and therefore the 
minorities’ treaties are not applicable. 
Dr. Von Keller answered the British 
attack by insisting the league had 
no competence in the matter; and it 
was a unique problem demanding spe- 
cial treatment. The Germans also 
have attacked the whole previous 
conception of nationalities by the new 
Hitler idea that a nation is an eth- 
nic whole regardless of whether its 
members are within or without its 
frontiers. 

The British delegate bluntly reject- 
ed this idea and did not mince his 
words. “If we accept it,” he said, “I 
hesitate to think of the responsibility 
of any government for all those in the 
United States who claim descent from 
the original Pilgrims in the May- 
flower.’ There are about 3.000,000. 


Great Britain herself consisted of 
three main races, the English, the 
Scottish and the Welsh, and thess 
could be subdivided into many more, 
he said. 

Flaying what he called the German 
thesis that a state has the right to 
concern itself with the citizens of its 
race living in other countries he grew 
increasingly emphatic as he launched 
into one of the warmest defenses of 
the parliamentary system delivered in 
an international gathering since the 
advent of Fascism and Hitlerism. 

“Great Britain believes firmly in a 
parliamentary system in which the 
minorities can carry their voice to the 
government and all sides must be 
beard before laws can be enacted. 
Likewise. Great Britain believes in the 
freedom of the press.” 

“We have always set self-govern- 
ment even above good government.” 
he also declared. “Great Britain w'll 
never abandon parliamentarism. The 
ouality of freedom is the only thing 
that holds Great Britain—it is the 
free association of free peoples bound 
together by real guarantees that pro- 
tects all minorities all over the world. 

“One of the cardinal principles of 
the British Empire is that no person 
shall be deprived of the right to hold 
any post under the crown because of 
color, race or creed.” 

Meanwhile a German delegate told 
the economic commission of the as- 
sembly that some Jews had left Ger- 
many because of “their bad con- 
sciences. 

The commission was discussing a 
Dutch resolution seeking creation of 
a special organization to find homes 
for Jewish refugees, a proposal sup- 
ported by the French, Spanish, Dan- 
ish, and Czecho-Slovakian delegates. 

The German said he opposed any 
discussion of the Jewish question 
from a political standpoint. President 
Count de Wiart, of Belgium, began 
selection of a sub-committee to study 
the idea, remarking ‘TI suppose that 
in view of the German attitude Ger- 
many prefers not to be represented.” 

“You are right,” the German re- 
plied. 


Japanese Are Patriotic 


Rich And Poor Contribute 
Military Funds 

Military funds in Japan have been 
greatly expanded by patriotic contri- 
butions since the Manchurian trouble 
began and a large share of the money 
has come from school children and 
factory workers. Rich and poor alike

A Common Occurrence 


Suicides From New York's Tall 
Buildings Are Frequent 

High buildings exert a fatal fasci- 
nation on people Whose minds are 
turned to the idea of self-destruction. 
Suicides from tall structures are so 
common in New York as to be com- 
monplace. In one year 134 people 
were killed by jumping off high build- | 
buildings. It was in May, 1929, that | 
for the first time on record a man| 
committed suicide by jumping from 
the Statue of Liberty, the collossal 
figure in New York Harbor. The sta- 
tue was a gift from France to the 
United States, and ‘was unveiled in 
1886. The height from the foundation 
of the pedestral to the torch is 305 
feet. The Eiffel Tower, since it was 
built 40 years ago, has been the scene 
of 111 suicides. The tower of the 
Westminster Cathedral has brought 
on attacks of “height madness,” and 
a few years ago a mother with two 
girls aged 7 and 2 were found dead 
after a fall of 250 feet. 


Sodium Sulphate Plant 


Refining Plant To Be Erected North 
Of Maple Creek 

Immediate erection cof a sodium 
sulphate refining plant to cost $150.- 
000 at Inglebright. Lake, 40 miles 
north of Maple Creek, will be under- 
taken by the Metallics and Non- 
Metallics, Limited, of Toronto, it is 
announced. 

The first unit will be in operat’on 
within the next two months and will 
employ approximately 80 men. Ulti- 
mately this will be increased by 50 to 
60. ; 

The initial construction work which 
entails the expenditure of $150,000 
will be for the construction of a sin- 
gle unit utilizing an air expansion 
drying system. Ultimately the firm 
expects to enlarge their plant facil- 
ities to in excess of $1,000,000. 

According to U. T. Bartram, of 
Toronto, the sulphate deposits at 
Ingebright Lake are the largest pro- 
perty in the world, having 98.6 per 
cent. pure sodium.

Exporting Year Since 1926 
With the export season for eggs 
approaching preparations are now 
getting under way for what promises 
to be perhaps the heaviest exporting 
year for Canada since 1926. 

During the fiscal year 1926-27 ex- 
ports of eggs from the Dominion to- 
talled 1,730,849 dozen. Since that 
year, however, the annual exports 
have only once exceeded the millon 
dozen mark, being 1,168,835 dozen in 
the fiscal year 1929-30. From pres- 
ent indications it appears that ex- 
ports this year will be probably well 
ever the million dozen mark. 

The revival in exports of eggs this 
year brings a turn in the steady de- 
cline in exports of eggs from Canada 
to Great Britain during the past 12 


| years. In the fiscal year 1920-21 Can- 


ada exported a total of 6,579.853 coz- 
en, but since that year, with only 
a few minor exceptions. exports have 
declined steadily. In 1932«83 the to- 
tal figure of exports was 270,340 doz- 
en. 

While Canadian eggs have always 
held high reputation on the Brit’sh

at home, coupled with the adverse ex- 
change rate during recent years, have 
tended to prevent any volume of ex- 
ports. The factor which has _ been 
most beneficial in the revival of the 
export trade this year has been the 
improvement in the exchange rate 
between Canadian and British fupds. 

An encouraging feature of the 
pending export business is that ship- 
ments probably will go to Britain 
from a number of parts of Canada. 
In the past, with certain notable ex- 
ceptions, most of the export ship- 
ments have gone to Britain from On- 
tario and Quebec. This year, however, 
there will be a number of shipments 
from various parts of the western 
provinces. 


Many Women Authors 


Good First Novels Even Exceed Those 
By Men 

The Montreal Herald writer of 
“From The Lookout” says: 

“Invade any bookseller’s establish- 
ment or bookstall in Montreal today 
and you will find, as I have done, 
that books by women are almost as 
numerous as books by male authors. I 
noted the fact to a prominent local 
bookseller recently who told me that 
my opinion was confirmed by many 
of those Canadian authors recently 
returned from the Old Country. 

“There, they said, really good first 
novels by women seem to be more 
plentiful than really good first novels 
by men, though of course there are 
more fiction writers who really count 
than there are women writers. But 
undoubtedly, some of the very finest 
writers in the world today, and the 
best sellers in all countries, are wo- 
men. It has been-remarked however, 
that some women writers produce one 
or perhaps two out-standing good 
books, but do not sustain their suc- 
cess. It is very doubtful if women 
can approach the very high pinnacles 
sometimes attained by men writers. 
But many first novels by women re- 
cently have resulted in the sale of 
10,000 copies, which is considered a 
remarkable success.”

The flour milling industry in Can- 


ada is now the third leading industry ; 


with pulp and paper holding first 
place followed by slaughtering and 
meat packing. 

Canadian flour mills now have a 
capacity far beyond the requirements 
of the domestic markets. The home 
market uses only 41,750,000 bushels | 
of wheat for its domestic flour re-| 
quirements while the requirements of 
the Canadian flour mills averaged 
around 67,500,000 bushels for the past 
few years. 

The development of Canadian flour 
mills is largely accredited to the 
abundance of readily available water- 


power, Few of the big milling plants | 


are now dependent upon steam since 
water-driven electrical equipment has | 
largely supplanted that means of op-, 
erat'on. 

Four milling is the oldest of all 
Canadian manufacturing industries 
and dates back to 1605 when the first 
permanent Canadian settlemént was 
made by the French at Port Royal, 
now Annapolis, Nova Scotia. ° 

The substantial export business in 
wheat and flour from Canada had its 
inception during the time of the Na- 
poleonic wars in Europe.

Wheat Exports 


Months Of Year 

The export of wheat during the 
first six months of the present fiscal 
year, April to September, totalled 87,- 
616,587 bushels, valued at $60,279,- 
040, says a report issued by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics. 

Although in volume this was 16,- 
081,435 bushels lower than the ex- 
port of the corresponding six months 
of 1982 the value was only $638,550 
ess. 

The average export price of wheat 
per bushel in the past six months 
was 68.7 cents compared with 58.7 
cents a year ago. In September the 
average export price was 75.9 cents, 
which was 19.2 cents higher than 
September, 19382, and 20 cents higher 
than September, 1931. 

More emphatic still says the re- 
port is the effect o fthe rise in prices 
when compared with the correspond- 
ing six months in 1931. During that 
period the export of wheat was 5,674,- 
662 bushels higher than in the last 
six months, yet on the lowered export 
during the latter period the value 


| was $4,427,085 higher, the average ex- 


port price in the six months of 1931 
being 59.9 cents per bushel or 8.8 
' cents per bushel less. 


| Records For Churchi'l 


Deputy Port. Warden Reports Three 
Established This Season 

Captain Norman Martorell, deputy 
port warden at Churchill, in Montreal 
‘after inspecting and clearing steam- 
ers loading cargo at Canada’s north- 
ern terminal on Hudson Bay during 
the harbor’s second season, said three 
records were established at Churchill 
this season. 

The largest cargo ever to be un- 
loaded there was brought in by the 
8.S. Pennyworth with 1,000 tons of 
coal and 1,000 tons of general cargo. 
Four ships were tied up at the wharf 
at the same time and the first sh'p- 
ment of cattle, honey and lumber left 
aboard the S.S. Brandon. 


Founder Of Silk Industry

of Lu Chu, the famous imperial con- 
cubine of Huang Ti emperor of Ch'na.

Farmers Of Western Canada 


Explodes Popular Belief 


Sir Leonard Hill States Draughts Do 
Not Hurt You 


Many popular beliefs regarding 
fresh air and health were exploded 
by Sir Leonard Hill in his presiden- 
tial address to the Sanitary Inspec- 
tors’ Associations Conference at Clac- 
ton-on-Sea, England. 

“Most people still think,” said Sir 
Leonard, referring to  ventilat‘on, 
“that they are tired and made un- 
comfortable by want of oxygen and 
extess of carbonic acid in crowded | 
rooms and that the smell of such a 
room betokens the presence of vola- | 
tile poison. 

“The discomfort in crowded rooms 
arises not from chemical vitiation of 
the air but from interference w th | 
the loss of body heat and the con- 
gestion of the nose and nasal sinuses 
reflexly produced in sensitive people | 
by infra-red rays, these acting on the | 
skin. 

“Relief is obtained by fanning the 
air and so cooling the skin and this 
without making any change in the 
chemical purity of the air. 

“The Black Hole of Calcutta meas- 
uring eighteen square feet, had two 
small windows. In this, in 1756, were 
confined 146 people. Nine hours later 
twenty-three individuals stagger:d 
out, the rest were dead. 

“We know now that all these peo- 
ple died not from suffocation through 
want of oxygen, but from heat stroke. 

“We have read recently of some 
forty-three greyhounds travelling in 
a furniture van and twenty-four dy- 
ing, and of three valuable leopards 
dying in their usual travelling boxes 
when exposed to the sun in _ hot 
weather. 

“In place of prosecuting such cases 
the R.S.P.C.A. might be much better 
employed in teaching the public to 
know about the danger of heat 
stroke. The death of these animals 
was due to over-heating and not to 
suffocation, as was supposed at the 
inquiry.” 

Sir Leonard said we now know 
that the chill felt before the heat of 
fever, was not the cause of the fever 
but the shivering stage which ushered 
in infection. 

And yet to this day children were 
mistakenly kept indoors in air pollut- 
ed with microbes for fear of catching 
cold outside. 


Up-To-Date Equipment 


Machinery Does Practically All Work 
On Vatican Farm 

Spic and span mechanical equip- 
ment—as modern as the present min- 
ute—speeds the daily routine of Pope 
Pius’ 136-acre model farm situated 
close to the historic Villa Bargerini, 
his summer residence at Castel Gan- 
dolfg, Italy. 

Although Pope Pius XI. has enjoy- 
ed the produce of the farm for sev- 
eral years it was not until this sum- 
mer that he was able to pay his first 
visit to the place. The Pontiff express- 
ed the greatest interest and delight 
over the agricultural and dairy devel- 
opments and asked innumerable ques- 
tions. 

Machinery does practically all the 
work on the farm. Under the admin- 
istration of Commendatore Emilio 
Boncmelli, director of the Pope's sum- 
mer estate, and superintendent Mario 
Casali, the whole farm requires a per- 
manent staff of only five hands. 

“Musterflav” and ‘Rosie,’ the prize 
cows, need only to exert a slight

The development of the west setm- 
ed based “on the assumption that for 
all time Canada would produce and 
would be able to sell enormous quan- 
tities of wheat every year.” This 
policy had resulted "in large carry- 
overs during the past few years, w'th 
the prospect of q substantial amount 
on hand at the end of the present 
crop year, notwithstanding a rela- 
tively light crop, says E. W. Beatty, 
president of the Canadian Pac‘fic 
Railway. 

“It is ‘a debatable question, there- 
fore,”” he continued, ‘whether we wll 
not have to revise our plans for the 
west and not place such complete re- 
liance on our ability to export our 
wheat, even though it is the finest 
wheat in the world and produced un- 
der present conditions at costs which 
are moderate. ° 

“One thing stands out above all 
others when western conditions are 
being observed and that is that their 
prosperity depends upon the prosper- 
ity of the farmer, and this means 
fair prices for wheat, and also that 
upon this prosperity depends the 
prosperity of Canada. I have never 
known a period in our history when 
we were not prosperous if agricultur- 
al conditions and prices were satisfac- 
tory.’ 

‘It is usual for those who visit 
western Canada to return with a 
greater appreciation than ever of the 
optimism and courage of the people 
of that part of the country and my 
recent trip has only confirmed what 
others have so often commended,” 
continued the railway president. 
“Notwithstanding drouth, frost and 
serious damage in some _ districts, 
done by grasshoppers, the farmers of 
Saskatchewan and Alberta still re- 
tain their buoyant view and the va- 
cating of lands for those more favor- 
ably situated, has not reached very 
large proportions. Direct relief in 
some portions of the country will 
again, unfortunately, 
during the coming winter, but this, if 
efficiently administered, will be cheer- 
fully given by the taxpayers of the 
Dominion.” 


Dairying In Palestine 


Higher Milk Yields Obtained In The 
Holy Land 

In Palestine, renowned in ancient 

times as a country of herdsmen and 


-| shepherds, the native types of cattle 


are being superseded by pedigreco 
stock, from which steadily improving 
milk yields are being obtained, says 
the Dominion dairy and cold storage 
news letter. Ten years ago 600 cows 
of good strain gave 2,724 lbs. of mik 
per cow. Today there are 6,000 cows 
of improved breed with an average 
yield of 6,810 pounds per cow, wh le 
the total production from all sources 
including native cows, amounts to 
27,240,000 lbs. Some settlements, not- 
ably Kiriat Anavim, showed an aver- 
age milk yield of as much ag 5,800 
litres (13,166 Ibs.) per cow. 


’ Passes Seventy-First Birthday 


Lord Byng, Of Vimy, 
Exciting Life 

The 71st birthday of Field Marshal 
Lord Byng, of Vimy, who will be re- 
membered in history as one of the 
most successful of British command- 
ers in the war, and especially for his 
leadership of the Canadian Corps in 
the attack on Vimy Ridge, occurred 
recently.

J. G. Robertson Thinks Hogs Could 
Be Fed At Churchill 

Possibility for the successful feed- 
ing of feeder hogs at Churchill, utiliz- 
ing the screenings from the elevator, 
and the swill from the cook houses, is 
seen by J. G. Robertson, Saskatch- 
ewan livestock commissioner. 

Recently Mr. Robertson returned 
from Churchill where he was inter- 
ested in the loading of the first sh'p- 
ment of livestock by the Hudson Bay 
route. 

He found the stockyards at that 
point very satisfactory, and large 
enough to accommodate up to 500 
head of cattle. 

He speaks well of the speed with 
which the loading operations were 
conducted at Churchill. 

There are no cattle of any descrip- 
tion at Churchill, no sheep, no hogs 
and no poultry. There are six horses, 
two motor trucks and two caterpil- 
Yar motor trucks, but no motor cars. 

Because of this lack of livestock, 
and owing to the abundance of 
screenings, Mr. Robertson sees an op- 
portunity for shipping in feeder hogs 
with a view to supplying the residents 
of the town with fresh pork. The 
present population of the town is 
about 400.

Treasure Seeking Company Officially 
Listed In Canada Gazette 

Incorporation of a company to seek 
for hidden treasue is given official 
notice in the Canada Gazette. The 
Canadian Oak Island Treasury Com- 
pany, Ltd. with capital stock of 
$150,000 and head office at Victoria, 
B.C., has been incorporated.

Not So Backward In Aviation 

As Visitors Think 
_ ‘When Amy Mollison said the other 
day that aviation in Canada was ap- 
parently not making very rapid 
strides, she had undoubtédly 
into the error that has been by 
other. visitors. 

So far as passenger service in the 
more settled parts of the countfy are 
concerned the cfiticism was justified, 
for in that department Canada is be- 
hind many other countries. 

But that does not mean that the 
Dominion is not making good use of 
aircraft, for it ignores altogether the 
rapid development in commercial 
aviation in the pioneer districts where 
this form of transportation is play- 
ing a magnificent part in the opening 
up of new mining areas, in survey 
work, forest fire fighting. and similar 
activities. 

Canadian Airways Limited has re- 
cently issued a circular which shows 
the growth of commercial flying on 
Canada’s frontiers. 

The company states that in the 
first eight months of this year it has 
broken all records in the transporta- 
tion by air of mining equipment and 
general supplies in the northern ter- 
ritories. 

In “bush work,” Canadian Airways 
alone carried 1,474,704 pounds of 
freight during the eight month per- 
fod, exclusive of mail carried on the 
following routes: Charlottetown- 
Magdalen Islands; Moncton-Char- 
lottetown, Quebec-Seven Islands-Anti- 
costi, Sioux Lookout-Narrow Lake, 
Lac du _ Bonnet-Central Manitoba, 
Mackenzie River-Winnipeg-Pembina, 
Peace River-Vermilion, and Vancou- 

ver-Victoria. 

When it is remembered that these 
figures do not take into consideration 
any other commercial aviation con- 
cerns throughout the country, it must 
be admitted that Canada is not so 
backward as regards aviation as ap- 
pears on the surface.—Peterboro Ex- 
aminer.

with a value of $5,250,000. 

This information was released by 
the Department of.

Statistics show that for the year, 
the amount of milk fed to calves 
was estimated at 7,530,000 gallons. 

During the same period, 17,860,895 
pounds of creamery butter and 21,-

Comparative Figures Show Hog 

Prices Higher Than In United 
States : 

In dealing with comparative prices 


of farm products in Canada and the 


United States, Dr. J. F. Booth, Com- 


says with reference to hogs: 

In all but three of the last twelve 
years, 1920 to 1931 inclusive, the 
average price of hogs at Winni- 
peg has been higher than the price 
at Chicago. It should be noted in this 
comparison that Canadian production 
is predominantly of the bacon breeds 
of hogs while the United States’ out- 
put is mainly of the fat or lard type 
breeds. 

Until recent years, Canada has 
been a substantial exporter of hogs 
and hog products. Certain grades of 
live hogs have moved in considerable 
volume to the United States markets. 
In 1914 a total of 214,709 head went 
south across the border, but from 
that time until 1924 the volume rang- 
ed from 829 to 28,887 head, with the 
exception of one year. Then began an 
increased movement which reached a 
peak of 194,657 head in 1927. only 
to be followed by reductions which all 
but eliminated the business by 1931. 

Exports of bacon and pork reached, 
high levels during the war years. 
Amounts in excess of 200,000,000 
pounds were exported to Great Bri- 
tain during each of several years. 
From 1919 to 1923 the volume fell off 
to less than half the peak output. In- 
creases followed in 1924 and 1925, but 
subsequent declines had by 1931 very 
nearly eliminated Canada from the 
export market. There has, since then, 
been considerable improvement in 
volume. 

The United States has also been 
a very heavy contributor to interna- 
tional trade in pork products, the vol- 
ume of exports ranging from one to 
two billion pounds annually during 
the period of 1914 to 1930. 

In searching for an explanation of 
the higher prices prevailing in Can- 
ada, one is confronted with several 
factors. First, that Canada has had a 
standardized government’ grad'ng 
policy since 1922 which has_ resulted 
in the production of bacon type hogs; 
second, a premium has been paid fcr 
hogs grading “select”; third, improve- 
ment in quality, coupled with the 
educational work and advertising ac- 
companying the acceptance of gov- 
ernment grading, has resulted in a 
marked increase in Canadian con- 
sumption; and fourth, Canadian ka- 
con has found favor with the C-na- 
dian people and in the United K’nz- 
dom and other world markets. 


Wheat Maintains Protein 


This Year’s Crop: Sample On Par 
With Last Year 


Protein content of the first 1.C00 
samples of new crop Western Canada 
wheat is on a par with the average 
for last year, laboratory tests, an- 
nounced recently, reveal, says the 
Montreal Gazette. The content is 
slightly lower than the fir-t run last 
year in Manitoba, but higher in Sas- 
katchewan, according to a report pre- 
pared by T. A. Aiken, head of the 
grain research laboratory. Maximum 
content of 112 samples of No. 1 hird 
from Manitoba and 36 from Saskatch- 
ewan is shown at 17.2 per cent., while 
the average content is 13.9 and 14.7 
per cent. for the respective provinces. 
The average of 344 samples of No. 1 
Northern from Manitoba was 13.6, 
while 319 samples from Saskatch- 
ewan averaged 14.9 per cent. 


The Single Unemployed 


Relief Camps Provide Work And 
Substantial Food Regularly 


One of the great problems of the 
depression has been the disposal of 
single unemployed men. Primarily 
for these the relief camps were estab- 
lished. The inmates in these camps 
get their board plus 20 cents a day. 
But they get more than this. They 
get absence of worry and good health 
that comes from engaging in health- 
ful work and the partaking of sub- 
stantial food regularly. These young 
men are infinitely better off, physical- 
ly and morally, in these camps, even 
if they got nothing but their board, 
than they would if they were jobless 
penniless. To argue otherw se 
suggests a weak mentality. Sirat- 
ford Beacon-Herald.

King George of England's proud 
regiment of foot guards has just won 
a big peace-time battle without firing 
a shot. 

Maybe the victory will 
chalked up on the regiment’s official 
battle-roll, but all the same the 
guards are very jubilant, for their 
conquest means that in future they 
will not have to obey London's intri- 
cate system of traffic signa) lights 
when on the march to the capital. 

The first skirmish occurred two 
years ago when traffic lights were 
first coming into use on a big scale 
here, and an impertinent light in 
Regent St. decimated one of the regi- 
ment’s proudest battalions. 

Guardsmen were up in arms at this 
affront. Not even Napoleon was able 
to cut up the guards, they said in ef- 
fect, and they saw no reason why a 
little red light should be able to do it 
without protest. 

Then a few weeks later another 
battalion lost its drum major through 
another warlike act on the part of a 
traffic light. The drum major march- 
ed on proudly, twirling his ceremon- 
ial staff. Imagine his dismay when he 
discovered he had become a mere unit 
of one, that the rest of his colleagues 
had had their advance stemmed by a 
mere red lens. 

The last straw came when the 
police commissioner announced he 
had approved the erection of 440 traf- 
fic lights at crossroads throughout

A list of precautions for mushroom 
hunters has been issued by M. C. 
Strausser, assistant pathologist of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Agriculture, in 
reply to numerous queries for “a 
simple and sure way for distinguish- 
ing edible specie, 

“None of the commonly supposed 
sure tests for the poisonous group, 
popularly called toadstools, are re- 
Mable,’ Strausser said. These include 
the silver spoon test, the peeling test, 
and the color test. He recommended 
the following precautions: 

“Never collect for food purposes 
mushrooms in the extremely early 
stages of development. 

“Eliminate all mushrooms which 
have bulbous and cup-like structures 
at the base of the stems. 

“Avoid mushrooms which change 
color when bruised. 

“Do not collect worm-eaten, over- 
mature speciniens. 

“Beware of all mushrooms having 
a bitter or acid taste. (The tasting 
should be confined to a small portion 
of the cap and this portion should 
not be swallowed.) 

“Reject all species which secrete a 
milky or colored juice. 

“Discard all specimens which are 
tough and leathery ,and especially 


those with a thin, brightly colored 
cap.” 


Enforcing The Law 


Police In England Do Not Exempt 
Distinguished Offenders 


English papers report an interest- 
ing automobile incident at Chertsey, 
22 miles from London. A man was 
driving a motor hearse when a car 
came out from the grounds of a 
house nearby and there was a slight 
collision. The car drove off. The 
police investigated. _ 

It was found that the car belong- 
ed to a baronet whose home was in 
London. He explained that the colli- 
sion was so slight that he had driven 
off after asking the driver of the 
hearse what he was doing, and had 
not bothered reporting the accident. 

Whether the policeman said he was 
sorry, is not reported. Apparently, 
however, he failed to realize that the 
baronet was a “distinguished visitor’ 
and a “responsible citizen.” -No fear 
seems to have assailed him that bar- 
onets would cease to drive through 
Chertsey if this offender was treated 
as an ordinary law breaker. 

The upshot was that the baronet 
appeared by counsel before the Chert~- 
sey magistrate and pleaded not 
guilty. He was fined 19s. 6d.
